SERMON AT THE BIRTHPLACE 
OF SEWING SOCIETIEG, 


The Wonderfal Lesson That May 


Be Deduced from the Life, Death 
and Resurrection of Dorcas—A 
Godly Model for All Womankind 
to Copy.

Joppa, Dec. 1.—{Specially Reported 


for Tue Times. | Today is memorable in 


he sacred history of Joppa, the Rev. 
T. De Witt Talmage, D. D., preaching 
here to a company of Christian people 
of various denominations on “The 
Birthplace of Sewing Societies.” He 
took for his text Acts ix, 39: And 
all the widows stoag by Him weeping, 
and showing the coats and garments 
which Dorcas made while she was with 
them. The preacher said: 

Christians of 5 oppa! Impressed as I 
am with your ue, the first Lever 
saw, and stirred as I am with the fact 
that your harbor once floated the great 
rafts of Lebanon cedar from which the 
temples of Jerusalem were builded, 
Solomon’s oxen drawing the logs 
through this very town on the way to 
Jerusalem, nothing can make me for- 

t that this Joppa was the birthplace 
of the sewing sociefy that has blessed 
the rof all succeeding ages in all 
lands. The disasters to your town when 
Judas Maccabeus set it on fire, 
and Napoleon had 500 prisoners 
massacred in your neighborhood, can- 
not make me forget that one of the 
most magnificent charities of the cen- 
turies was started in this — of. 
Dorcas, a woman with her needle em- 
broidering her name ineffaceably into 
the beneticence of the world. I see her 
sitting in yonder home. In the door- 
way and around about the building, 
and in the room where she sits, are the 
pale faces of the poor. She listens to 
their plaint, she pities their woe, she 
makes garments for them, she adjusts 
the manufactured articles to suit the 
bent form of this invalid woman, and 
to the cripple that comes crawling on 
his hands and knees. She gives a coat 
to this one, she gives sandals to that 
one. With the gifts she mingles pray- 
ers and tears und Christian encourage- 
ment. Then she goes out to be 
on the street corners by those whom 
she has blessed, and all through the 
street the cry is heard: “Dorcas is 
coming!” The sick look up gratefully 
into her face as she puts her hand on 
the burning brow, and the lost 
and the abandoned start up with 
hope as they hear ber gentle 
voice, as though an angel had 
addressed them; and as she goes out 
the lane, eyes half put out with sin

DORCAS THE LAMENTED. 

I come now to speak of Dorcas the 
lamented. When death struck down 
that good woman, oh, how much sor- 
row there was in this town of Joppa! 
I suppose there were women here with 
larger fortunes; women, perhaps, with 
handsomer faces; but there was no 
— at their departure like this at the 

eath of Dorcas. There was not more 


- turmoil and upturning in the Mediter- 


ranean Sea, dashing against the 
wharves of this seaport, than there 
were surgings to and fro of grief be- 
cause Dorcas was dead. There area 
great many who go out of life and are 
unmissed. There may be a very large 
funeral; there may be a great many

over the resting place; but the whole 


thing may be a falsehood and a sham. 
The church of God has lost nothing; 

It is 
only a nuisance abated; it is only a 
grumbler ceasing to find fault; it is 
only an idler stopped yawning; it is 
only a dissipated fashionable parted 
from his wine cellar; while, on the 
other hand, no useful Christian leaves 
this world without being missed.

is dead. Blessed are the dead who die 
in the Lord; they rest from their

DORCAS THE RESURRECTED. 

I speak to you of Dorcas the resur- 
rected. The apostle came to where 
she was, and said: “Arise! and she 
sat up.“ In what a short compass the 
great writer put that: “She sat up!” 
Oh, what a time there must have been 
around this town when the apostle 
brought her out among her old friends! 
How the tears of joy must have 
started! What clapping of hands 
there must have been! What singing! 
what laughter! Sound it all through 
that lane! Shout it down that dark 
alley! Letall Joppa hear it! Dorcas 
is resurrected! 

Lou andI have seen the same thing 
many a time; not a dead body resusci- 
tated, but the deceased coming up 
again after death in the good ac- 
complished. If a man labors upto 50 
years of age, serving God, and then 
dies, we are apt to think that his 
earthly work is done. No! His in- 
fluence on earth will continue till the 
world ceases. Services rendered for 
Christ never stop. A Christian woman 
toils for the upbuilding of a church 
through many anxieties, through many 
seif-denials, with prayers and tears, 
and then she dies. It is 15 years since 
she went away. Now the spirit of God 
descends upon that church; hundreds 
of souls stand up and confess the faith 
of Christ.

ALL critics agree that in the review 
Before the German Emperor at Con- 
stantinople the Turkish troops chal- 
lenged comparison with any in Europe.

WORLD'S OUTLOOK. 


Letters from Henry M. Stanley, the 
African explorer, have been received 
by the British authorities at Zanzibar, 
which were written from Mpwapwa on 
the 11th ult. The intrepid explorer is 
making his way back to the seacoast, 
his party numbering 750 souls, 294 of 
whom are the people of Emin Pasha. 
His expedition has on its way met 
with many hostile people, and sharp 
skirmishing has been the result. For 
four days, while in the vicinity of Vic- 
toria Nyanza, they had almost con- 
tinuous fighting during the daytime.

The full report of his discoveries in the 
inland regions of the Dark Continent 
will be awaited with interest by the 
whole civilized world. *

For the sake of fair play to a gallant 
fellow who has had to take some hard 
licks politically, from various quarters

The annual report of. the 
Secretary of the Interior opens with a brief 
review of the opening of Oklahoma, the 
successful negotiation of a treaty with the 
Sioux Indians and the admission of four 
new States. In reviewing the progress of 
the work of the Cherokee Commission, the 
Secretary speaks at length of the leases to 
the cattle companies, and recommends the 
necessity of Congress making more exact 
and stringent laws prohibiting the inter- 
ference of citizens with the movements of 
the Government when attempting negotia- 
tions with Indian tribes. | 

Speaking of the coming census of 1890, 
the Secretary suggests, upon the recom- 
mendation of Supt. Porter, that our decen- 
nial census would be far more complete 
and satisfactory if the census office were 
made a permanent bureau.

THE IRRIGATION QUESTION. 

On the subject of irrigation, the Secre- 

tary reviews at length the work of the Geo 

logical Survey and reports t the Survey- 


ors-General of the various Western States | bee 


and Territories, and recommends that the 
attention of Congress be invited to the 
necessity of determining at the present ses- 
sion whether it will establish” permanently 
a reservation uf all irrig arid regions, 
and, if so, what general laws it may be best 
to adopt to reguiate the “supply and use of 
water under Gov coment Action, 
it is recommended, shoald be taken with- 
out delay, and the system, if prosecuted b 
the National Government, sheudld he based 
+ — liberal and practical pro- 
visions. 1 

Regarding private land claims, the Sec- 
retary says: The proper officers have in- 
vestigated and reported upon numer- 
ous private lan claims, embrac- 
ing millions of acres,, and these 
reports have been laid before Congress 
which alone, under existing statutes, can 
confirm or reject them. The title to some 
has been determined valid, but many are 
still pending for want ot aetion by the 
legislative body. Where preliminary sur- 
veys have operated in connection with offi- 
cial surveys the tracts have been reserved 
from entry or improvement by actual set- 
tlers under the public-land system, and the 
land has been left to the enjoyment of 
claimants.” The Secretary speaks at some 
length of the absolute necessity of legisla- 
tion on the subject. The present condition 
works aconstant private injury and is a 
national discredit. 

RAILROAD LANDS. 

Regarding railroad-land grants, the Secre- 
tary reports that 21,660,846 acres have been 
suspended to await legislation for forfeit- 
ure, and says: “If Congress intends to for- 
feitthe lands. all the facts are before it. 
Failure to act may well be taken as an indi- 
cation on the partof the Government that 
forteiture wili not be insisted upon. Such 
would be a just conclusion on the part of 
the officers of this department, aad these 
patents may yet be issued upon the pre- 
sumption that Congress does not intend 
that forfeiture shall be exacted and that 
there is no need of further delay. There 
should certainly be found somewhere the 
moral courage to give the evidence of title 
to railroads as it is given to indi- 
viduals, if it is intended that any 
possible forfeiture will not be in- 
sisted upon. The obligation, however, 
fairly rests upon Congress, and it is hoped 
the latter will assume it and act without 
further delay. Not ony the railroad com- 
panies are interested in the decision of the 
matter, but also the Government, the citi- 
zens who have purchased from the compa- 
nies relying upon the grants, and the set- 
tlers who, in anticipation of restoration of 
these lands to the public domain, have 
settled upon them under the homestead or 
other laws. As to such portions of the land 
grants to railroads as are coterminous with 
those portions of the road still uncompleted, 
it is estimated that 5,000,000 acres might. be 
restored to the public domain by immediate 
deciaration of forfeiture.” 

Regarding Oregon wagon road grants the 
Secretary says: The Attorney-General has 


been furnished with all data for the purpose 
of instituting the necessary suits in the

Regarding mineral lands the report says: 
“It is reported that the work of examining 
& parte mineral entries is in arrears about 
two years and a half, and in contested 
cases about two months. There have been 
suspended lists of railroad selections, in- 
volving 5,561,207 acres, NN the question 
whe the 2 be required to 
furnish mineral affidavits or not. The 
question presents itself in regard to min- 
eral lands lying within the grant 
0 running through mineral 
belts, and which would otherwise than 
because of their mineral character, be in- 
cluded within the railroad grants. Ik legis- 
lation is riet had on this subject, the depart- 
ment will have to decide by such light as 
may be obtained as to the real nature of the 
lands, whether mineral or not, bowever dif- 
ficult the inquiry may be, and whatever re- 
— is assumed. It is deemed better, 
however, that a law should be passsed by 
Congress enabling the Land Department to 
investigate thoroughly and within the res- 
ervation of law before a railroad is entitied 
to any cession whatever. Mineral land 
should be preserved for the people, and 
there is noclaim on the part of railroads to 
obtain these sources of vast wealth not in- 
tended for them that should be humored to 
the least degree beyond the law. Protests 
are greatly increasing, made by parties 
claiming to have discovered valuable min- 
eral * upon lands entered as agricul- 
tural. 


Regarding — claims the report says: 
“There are several thousand old mining 

applications, some dating back many 

years, for which no entries have been made, 

and the Secretary renews the former recom- 
mendations that delinquent applicants be 

compelled tocomplete proofs and pay for 
their claims within a specified time or sub- 

mit to forfeiture and cancellation. It would 

be well to have alaw passed making cer- 

tificate of entry a bar to any mining claim 

based upon a discovery subsequent to 

the entry.“ 

PREVENTING FRAUD. 

Under the head of surveys the Secretary 
calls attention to the report of the Acting 
Commissioner of the Genera! Land Office in 
the matter of allowances made to deputy 
surveyors by the First Comptroller in 1886 
and 1887, which, in his opinion, were 
grossly irregular. These allowances relate 
to certain contracts in California under the 
“deposit system,” and the Acting Commis- 
sioner recommends that an investigation be 
directed to these cases, to the end that the 
money or some portion thereof paid out in 
this illegal manner may be recovernd to the 
Government. The Acting Commissioner 
states that special agents report that efforts 
have been made by certain weaithy indi- 
viduals and corporations to fraudulently 
acguire titles to large tracts of coal lands, 
and says: ‘Extensive bodies of these lands, 
which will eventually be of great value, 
are being illegally appropriated, the guards 
and restrictions of the law as it now stands 
being entirely insufficient to prevent such 
monopoly by unscrupulous speculators. It 
is recommended that a thorough geological 
survey be authorized by Congress, and the 
Secretary be given discretionary powers to 
remove from sale all or any portion of lands 
supposed to contain valuable coal; or, if it 
be deemed advisable, to lease for a period of 
years lands so reserved upon such condi- 
tions and restrictions as will compel the 
lessees to furnish settlers with coal at mod- 
erate prices.“ 

Strenuous efforts are being made to pre- 
vent and punish unlawful 1 of 

ublic timber by individuals and corpora- 

ons. 

Referring to the dangers of forest fires 
threatening our great forests, besides depre- 
dations, the Secretary earnestly recom- 
mends that Congress appoint a commission 
to take into consideration the subject of 
public timber lands, with a view to ascer- 
taining the best method for their treatment, 
preservation or disposal. 

The Secretary reviews the the

minerals were produced to a value 
of 8688.914528, making a total of 
585,159,934. The wealth of the annual 
mineral product of the country continues to 
| increase, the yearly increasé in 1886, 1 
and 1888 being respectively 8.64 per cent., 
16.6 per cent. and 9.04 per cent. for each 
year over its predecessor. It is worthy ot 
note that the increase is largely in non-me- 
tallic minerals, the existence and uses of 
which are made known through scientific 
research, rather than through the applica- 
tion of the aid methods in exploitations of 
minerals. One of the most important works 
of the Geological Survey is the study of soils 
and development of methods for the re- 
clamation of waste lands, and this work is 
progressing well.” 

INDIAN AFFAIRS. 

Indian affairs are treated at great length, 
and the statement is made that the improve- 
ment of the Indian service, in all its branches, 
has been the earnest purpose of the present 
administration. From the outset, the selec- 
tion of Indian agents has been made with 
as much care as possible, and their course 
has been looked after with greater 
scrutiny, it is believed, than has heretofore 
been exerc Contracts for supplies haye 
n made under the most Vigilant in- 
spection. If indian. agencies can be made 


what they so often have been—places of the 
grossest licentiousness—the effect in elevat- 
ing the Indians must be very great. There 
are now 239 Indian schools supported by 
1 147 of which are controlled 
directly by tue Indian Bureau, and the 
average attendance wherein is between 
11,000 and 12,000 pupils. The number of 
Indians in the United States (not counting 
Alaska) is about 250,000. They occupy or 
have control of about 116,630,106 acres. The 
number of children of the school age 
is estimated at 40,000, and under the 
school age at 10,000. Statistics regarding 
the work of the Indian schools are submit- 
‘ted, and commented upon at great length, 
and the Secretary says: “This school sys- 
tem with its attendant practices is worthy 
of adoption and expansion, until it may be 
made to embrace all the Indian youth. 
When an Indian has been taught that he 
ought to work a great change bas been 
wrought in him. When he does work prot- 
itably and intelligently he has been trans- 
formed indeed. ndoubtedly the expense 
to the Government of expansion of the 
system will be apparently increased for a 
time, but reflection will show that this tem- 
porary increase will soon be overcome by 
decreased expenditures in other di- 
rections. The allotment of lands is 
attended by citizenship for Indians, 
and that citizenship ought to bring 
with it the privileges of the common school 
of the white man in all its grades; thus, 
wherever an Indian has land allotted to 
him, cultivates it and has his family within 
the borders of any State where the white 
men have the common school system, the 
Indian should become privileged to use 
that system of school the same as any one 
else. But of course this could not be 
effected without taxation on his land, or 
Government payments with taxes. It has 
been suggested to the Secretary that the 
use of the common schools, in this general 
effort to civilize the Indian, should be re- 
vived at every opportunity.“ 

Congress is urged to devise some measures 
torelieve the unlawful intrusion upon In- 
dian lands, and regarding railroads passing 
through Indian reservations, it is said to be 
important that their existence shall not be 
suffered to continue longer without a neces- 
sary law therefor, in order that money 
poe by the companies for the right of way 

paid over to the Indians or expended for 
their benefit. Congress is also urged to 
authorize by appropriate legislation an in- 
vestigation of all Indian depredation cases, 
and make ample provision to enable the de- 
partment to push the work to compietign at 
the earliest possible date.

PENSIONS. 

Considering the dependent-pension ques- 

tion the Secretary says he is not disposed to 
confer upon all who may ask, the money of 
the people, and wou! 1 have confined to well- 
aseertained limits the claims of those who 
demand pensions. Nevertheless, disregard 
of those whose disability has become since 
the war 60 great as to make them dependent 
would be unjust to them and unworthy of 
the country. Legislation is sugges to 
remedy the defects in the law regarding 
increase of pensions for widows. and chil- 
dreu, partial disabilities and — prem in 
rates. Kegarding the granting of a pension 
to a soldier who had been dishonorably dis- 
charged, the Secretary says that it was a 
strict construction of the law, but he recom- 
mends that a distinet act be passed affecting 
all cases hereafter, and eae pen- 
sions to any one disbonorably discharged. 
The report of the Commissioner on Rail- 
ways is reviewed at great length, aud 
several of his commendations concurred in. 
The figures regarding the department land 
grant ratiroads have been given in detail in 
these dispatches before. The matter of

There are several 
classes or varieties of rewards or prizes. 
The greatest of these is the ‘medalof 
honor,’ which is only given to French- 
men. In fact, this medalindicates more 
than the reward for a single example 
ot work. It generally means that a 
career of successes and high accomplish- 
ments has preceded the particular ef- 
fort there recorded. For instance, the 
artist who carries off this great honor 
may have on exhibition a composition 
away below his standard of merit, 
really an almost mediocre affair, but 
in the course of events has come his 
turn to receive this mark of distinction 
which he had long years before 
shown himself abreast of. Then fol- 
low the first, second and third class 
medals and honorable mention. Ar- 
tists generally seem of opinion that 
either of these is about honor enough 
for this world, The judges are men of 
such marked and established ability and 
position as to be positively above re- 
proach or questioning in connection

Narrative of One ef Four Men 
| Who Were Saved, 7 


Sailors Swept from the Iey Rigging 
by Mighty Waves. : 


The Few Survivors Kindly Cared 
for by Japanese Natives—List 
of the Drowned and. 
Saved. 


By Taeorcyph to the Times, 
San Francisco, Dec. 1.—[By the 
ciated Press.| ‘The steamship Gaelic, which 
arrived from Chinaand Japan today, brings 
news that the American ship Cheesebor- 
h was wrecked October 30th by running 
the rocks off Sluchi Iti Hama, and 19 of 
the crew were drowned. ‘he vessel was 
bound from Hak Odote to San Francisco 
with a cargo ot sulphur. Ont of acrew of 
twenty-three only four were saved. 
Victor Beck of Philadelphia, who is one 
of the survivors, gave the following account 
of the wreck: . “As soon as vessel 
struck the captain gave orders to get the 
long boat off the forecastle. The men did 
this, but the sea was so turbulent that the 
boat was carried away. A number of men 
had in the mean while climbed to the 
rigzing, the remainder of us staying in the 
cabin as long as possible, until the oscilla- 
tion transformed it inte a scene of confusion. 
then went into the starboard rigging, where 
the captain, carpenter, first and third 
mates and eight others were. Here we re- 
malued for two meee 2 during that time 
we took off our clothes and got ready to 
swim. We were all benumbed with cold, 
and uvable to do much. Finally the mizzen 
mast fell and carried 14 of us into the sea. 
At last I scrambled on the mizzen top and, 
t

CHAPTER OF DISASTERS. . 

The most violent typhoon known in 
many years swept over the Island of Salo 
onthe 2ist of October. It raged from 10 
o’clock in the morning till 2 in the after- 
noon, when it subsided temporarily. At 11 
o’clock on the same night it burst forth 
with greater fury. Fitty houses and as 
many boats were destroyed. 

Fire broke out the 26th of October at

were burned to death. 

News was received at Yokohama that on 
the 4th of November the Misemono at 
Seunichimae collapsed and a number of 
lives were lost. One authority places the 
number killed at 20 and the injured at 19. 
Another authority says 29 were killed and 
35 injured.

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The Proposed Citrus Fair—A Few 
Suggestions, 

Los ANGELES, Nov. 29.—[To the Ed- 
itor of Toe Tres.) Citrus-fruit grow- 
ing has attained such proportions in 
the State of California that it is no 
longer a matter of fancy—of luxury— 
or for the pastime of a few wealthy 
landlords. 

Its output of nearly $2,000,000 last 
year, and the increasing interest taken 
throughout the State in the planting of 
new groves shows that it is hers to 
stay, and is rapidly taking its place 
among the most prominent and leading 
industries of the coast. 

Therefore an exhibition of these 
fruits, under the auspices of the State, 
should now take “higher ground“ than 
our annual local displays, and by the 
quantity and variety, as well as by the 
general good character of the fruit, 
appeal at once to the commercial world. 
as well as to those interested in land 
suitable for its growth, or to those 
whose taste or inclination leads them 
to engage in its cultivation. 

The State Board made a serious mis- 
take in dividing the fund and the ex- 
hibits, as it would have been much 
better for the growers to have had, as 
at first contemplated, two grand ex- 
hibits of the products of the whole 
State, one held, say at San Francisco, 
and one thé following year at Los 
Angeles, for by massing these prod- 
ucts from all portions of the State a 
much better and more lasting 1 
ee could have been made than by 

ividing them. 

Accepting the situation, however, as 
we find it,a fine exhibit can yet be 
made by the Sixth Congressional — 
trict this winter, to be improved u 
= season as experience may 1e. 
tate. 

As suggestions are in order, I have 
— the liberty of offering the fol- 

owing: 

It is conceded that the money al- 
lotted to the Sixth Congressional Dis- 
trict must be devoted to premiums for 
citrus fruits alone, and it is none too 
much to secure a first-class exhibit 
from so large an area. would 
recommend deviating somewhat from 
the old systems in vogue at our citrus 
fairs, and offer premiums as follows: 

First — For displays by counties 
quantity, number of varieties and 
general appearance to govern and 
group the counties for competition as 

llows: San Diego, Orange, San Ber- 
nardino and Los Angeles in one group; 
Ventura, Santa Barbara, San Luis 
Obis , Monterey and Santa Clara in 
anot er, and the counties in the San 
Joaquin Valley in a third. For each 

oup of counties there should be at 
east $500 allotted for first, second and 
third best displays. 

Second—A liberal premium should 
next be allowed for first, second and 
third best exhibits by districts in each 
county; and for best display by indi- 
viduals other premiums should be 
given; it being understood that the 

remiums to counties and districts are 

o be paid to committees selected by 
the exhibitors, the money so received 
to be devoted to securing such exhibits 
from counties and districts. 

Third—For quality alone. I would 
suggest premiums for best budded 
and seedling fruit from the coast 
region, and the same for fruit from the 
interior and foothill region; also for 
the best new seedling from any source 
not heretofore tested, and the best 
budded variety not yet introduced to
